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SERVICE BOARD NOTES 

H. S. Burns, Field Supervisor 

The latest statistics to come to 
hand regarding Alfalfa and Clover 
seeds as issued by the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture at 
Ottawa state that the alfalfa seed 
crop of 1956 probably is one of the 
smallest on record. Crops in 
Alberta and B.C. were seriously 
damaged during the 1955 and 1956 
winter and the crop in the Fort 
Vermillion area was destroyed by 
early fall frosts, while low yields 
also prevailed in Manitoba and 
Ontario. In dic a ti on s for -the Alstke 
clover crop are for one, quarter of 
the 1955 Crop. 

The Red Clover seed crop is also- 
expected to be much smaller than 
the previous year, but in Alberta 
the chief producing- province, the 
crop may be only about 10 percent 
of last year's 4,000,000 lbs. Seed 
production of Sweet Clover is quite 
good, the three prairie provinces 
show a production about equal to 
1955, being about f4,000,000 lbs. 

Turning back, to Alfalfa, the 
creeping rooted types survived the 
severe winter killing last year at 
Lacombe much better than the 
tap rooted varieties. It was re¬ 
ported that Rambler and two other 
varieties came through with com¬ 
paratively little kill. The creeping 
rooted varieties have been develop¬ 
ed for drought resistance and ap¬ 
pear to have a greater resistance 
to winter crown rot that the tap 
rooted alfalfa. Seed of Rambler is 
not yet available for distribution 
and is not likely to be available in 
any quantity before the fall of 
1958. It Is not known yet just 
what effect shortages may have 
on prices of forage seeds for next 
season but have already risen con¬ 
siderably above what prevailed 
during the Reasons of 1954 and 
1955, and pirt of 1956.

means, it is hoped to maintain a 
close check on the total population 
and thereby halt the spread of T.B. 
within the province.

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A Brighter Future 


Throughout the County of Vulcan, farmers are 
mostly in a somewhat better financial position at the 
moment than they were a year ago. Wheat quotas re¬ 
ceived this fall and winter have helped; a year ago the 
first bushel quota was not received until January at 
most elevator points. 

But what is having the greatest effect is the very 
noticable trend away from straight wheat farming. 
Lack of a market for wheat has forced farmers in this 
area into diversifying their crops and expanding live¬ 
stock production. Wheat is still, of course, our main 
crop because the land in this part of the province is 
best suited to wheat growing, but the growing of other, 
marketable, grains and the increased production of 
swine and cattle has had a definite stabilizing effect 
on the faim economy. 

This is, apparently the agricultural trend right 
across Canada, for a changing but brighter future 
for the Canadian farmer is forecast in the current 
monthly commercial letter of the Canadian Bank of 
Commerce. 

Reviewing 1956 agricultural developments, the 
letter reports that “agriculture, which failed to share 
the prolonged buoyancy of practically every other 
section of the economy in recent*years, seems likely 
to improve its showing relative to the general business 
level in 1956.” 

By mid-year, figures for agricultural income re¬ 
cord an increase of 13 percent over 1955; field crops 
are estimated to be of approximately the same 
volume as last year; marketings of livestock and dairy 
products are higher; and a four-year decline }n farm 
prices of agricultural products appears to have been 
halted. 

Though offset by an upswing in farm operating 
costs, particularly because of a tight labor situation, 
prices of Canadian farm products as a whole 
strengthened by about five percent over the past year 
and with the volume of marketings reaching new re¬ 
cords for some important products, the outlook for 
farm income in 1956 “is the best in years”. 

“This,” the letter continues, “indicates a turn in 
the tide, which in 1953 and 1954 brought a sharp drop 
in agriculture value and volume, and no upturn in 
cash income in 1955, though physical volume of pro¬ 
duction had risen in that year.” 

Noting such agricultural changes in 1956 as in¬ 
creased production of meat, poultry and eggs, expan¬ 
sion of acreage sown to mixed grains on the prairies, 
and a sharp increase in grain exports in the last four 
months of the 1955-56 year, the letter says that these 
and other achievements of Canadian agriculture may 
be seen as part of the pattern of successful adjustment 
to changing conditions. 


Graduates Wantei 


At practically every conference of business and 
professional people these days, important discussions 
centre around the shortage of graduates from Canada 
universities Recruiting teams from scores of Cana¬ 
dian firms, even at this eafly date, are-visiting the 
campuses across the country trying to interest final 
year students into signing up with their particular 
companies. Attractive starting salaries and otherven- 
ticing inducements are being offered, says “Agricul¬ 
tural News” published by Canadian Industries Ltd. 

How serious is the shortage? Here'is part of the 
picture: 

In 1956 there were 1,700 engineers enrolled at 
Canadian universities with job opportunities for 
around 4,000 graduates. A critical situation was pre¬ 
vented, fortunately, by the influx during recent years 
of approximately 1,000 professional engineers per 
year by immigration. In pure science there is a cry¬ 
ing need for chemists, physicists and mathematicians. 

Graduates in agriculture are hardly keeping up 
with increased opportunities. Much expansion has oc¬ 
curred in programs of government departments of 
agriculture. Industry is making increased use of 
agricultural graduates. The Agricultural Institute of 
Canada feels that this situation could lead to a serious 
staff replacement problem in the future. 

The solution to this problem does not lie with any 
single individual or group. It should be vital concern ’ 
tp all governments, educational institutions, teachers, 
vocational guidance counsellors, parents and the 
students themselves. It is a challenge that should 
not go unanswered for too long.
